3) Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, 1 st paragraph, 
as .failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in. the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The original disclosure fails to specifically teaches that the 
pre-selected constant is not equal to 1 as now claimed in new claim 
25. The specification,' page 4 teaches that identification number is 
generated as : 

Identification number = Total number of tracks + ( Total disk time x 5 ) , wherein 
the total disk time is expressed in minutes. Therefore, the phrase 
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" pre-selected constant is not equal to 1 " means that the value of 
pre-selected constant could be set as 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12,..., etc., , which is 
greater than 5. The feature of pre-selected constant more than 5 is not 

supported in the original disclosure and is considered as new 
matter .
